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Although the scope of the Independent claims has been modified the amendments include subject matter that was previously disclosed in 
rejected dependent claims 13 and 14, thus and cannot be said to require further search and consideration. For example the claim discloses 
that conversion from a first XML data to a second data of XML and Java is done using XQuery/query engine. Abstract and paragraph 7 of 
Drugar states "links or maps can also be augmented with scripts (Java) that can save a value from a first file format to a variable that can 
be accessed by another script. "...Thus he suggests transformation from XML to a target format by saving a value to a variable accessable 
by the script. Further he suggests the use of XML and the use of Query's represented as XML placeholder thereby suggesting the use of 
Xquery (see paragprah 31). 
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
